idly enforced. There are two aspects 
of water safety, one is the legal aspect 
in which regulations have been enacted 
which cover all known exigencies, the 
other is the human aspect which goes 
even farther and entails the use of com 
mon sense, courtesy, and consideration 
for the welfare of other people. 
Know Your Regulations 
The boating regulations, together with s 
great deal of other relevent information 
are clearly laid down in the Federal Gov 
ernnent booklet "Safety Afloat", which 
can be obtained free from the Customs 
and Excise Office in the Federal Build 
ing, Bamonton. (We keep a few copies in 
the office for the convenience of our 
members.) The regulations laid down in 
this booklet are based on the Internat- 
ional Laws regarding seamanship supple- 
mented by clauses designed to take care 
of conditions peculair to our own count- 
ry. These water safety regulations 
carry just as mich weight as the Highway 
Code does on the road, and ignorance of 
then is not accepted as an excuse for no 
compliance.

take time to make himself an efficient 
seaman; this entails a working knowledge 
of navigation and boat handling, the 
"rules of the road" concerning boats, th 
correct signals to be used ty day and 
night, and a working knowledge of first 
aid and artificial respiration. 

It takes considerable tine and experienc 
to become an efficient seaman, but how~ 
ever reckless he may be of his own wel~ 
fare, a sportsman will take this tine 
and trouble out of courtesy to his pass- 
engers and other boatmen. Discourtesty 
and lack of consideration for others 
clearly indicates lack of experience, 
not the reverse as most "show offs" 
think,

[A camp is one of the surest indications 
lof the character of a nan. The exper- 


enced camper automatically cleans up 
his campsite before he leaves it - burns 
lor buries any garbage which would be 
junsightly, attract flies or other pests, 
lor present a fire hazard. He naturally 
lexpects to find it in the sane condition 
lon his next visit. Most of us have a 
favourite camping spot aay off the beat- 
len track, where we like to go for a few 
days fishing or hunting away from the 
crowd. We don't expect to keep such a 
spot all to ourselves indefinitely, and 
are not unduly alarmed if the ashes of a 
campfire, and a few tracks indicate that

Father Breton wrote seven books and num 
erous articles on Western Canadian his~ 
tory, one of which was "The Black Robe* 
a biography of Reverend Albert Laconbe, 
the famous missionary, pioneer ani great 
friend of the Indians, sent to the Cana- 
dian northwest in 1850. Father Breton 
also wrote the biography, to be publish- 
ed later this year, of Reverend Vital 
first bishop of Edmonton. 

t. Hyacinthe, Quebec, in 1902, 
he received his early theological train- 
ing at Ottawa's St. Joseph's seminary. 
His eubsequent religious service includ- 
ed a year’s lecturing at University of 
Ottawa, parish work in Massachusetts and
